Aſcyltos deſign'd for Naples the ſame-day, 


had I not acquainted him how imprudent it 
was to take up there, where, according to 
all probability, we were in likelihood to be 
ſought after: And therefore, ſaid I, let's 7 
keep out of the way for the preſent, and, 
ſince we have enough to defend us from want, 
ſtroul it about till the Heat be over. The 
Advice was approv'd, and we ſet forward 


for a pleaſant Country Town, where we were 


ſure to meet ſome of our Acquaintance that 
were taking the benefit of the Seaſon : But 
we were ſcarce got half way, when a ſhowre 'F 
of Rain diſcharging it ſelf upon us like 
Buckets, forc'd us into the next Village; 
where entring a Houſe of Entertainment, 
we ſaw a great many others that had alſo 3 
ſtruck in thither to avoid the Storm.

the matter, and underſtood that a City Ser- 
jeant, who, according to the Duty of his Of- 
fice, took an account of all Strangers, had 
ſeen a couple come into the Inn; whoſe:

We were ſilent as yet, and gave her the 
hearing, but not the leaſt inclin d to grant 
any part of her Requeſts, when in came 
Quartilla her ſelf, attended with a young 
Girl, and ſitting down by me, fell a weep- 
ing: Nor here did we put in a word, but 
| ſtood expecting what would be the event of

devoted both Soul and Body to our new 
After the ſolemn Ceremonies of our Oath 
were ended, like Slaves, at a diſtance, we

Lady's Compliance, which would profit 'em 
little with us; for to no other End were 
they left, but to be Heirs to what we had. 
When reflecting on this ſordid Manner of 
deceiving childleſs Age, I took Occaſion to 
conſider the Condition of our preſent For- 
tune, and told Eumolpus that the Deceivers 
might bedeceiv'd, that therefore all our Acti- 
ons ſhould be of a Piece with the Character 
we bore; that Socrates, the wiſeſt of Men, 
us d to boaſt he never ſaw a Tavern, nor ever 
had been in the common Company that fre- 
quents ſuch Places; that nothing was more 
convenient than a diſcreet Behaviour.

To this Eumolpus reply d, Tm not in the 
leaſt apprehenſive of your Performance, nor 
that your Stomach will refuſe the Taſł, wher 
to recompence one diſtaſtful Minute, yor 
may promiſe your ſelf Ages of Luxury. Ti 
but ſhutting your Eyes, and ſuppoſing, in- 
ſtead of Man's Fleſh, you were eating at 
hundred thouſand Crowns. Some Sawce 
may be added to vary the Taſte ; for no Fleſh 
pleaſes alone, but is prepar'd by Art to com- 
mend it to the Stomach. If you deſire Inſtances 
of this Kind to make ye approve my Advice, 
the Saguntines, when they were beſieg'd by 
Hannibal, eat human Bodies, without the 
Hopes of an Eſtate for doing it. The Petavii, 
reduc to the laſt Extremity, did the like; 
nor had they farther Hopes in this Banquet, 
than to ſatisfy Nature. When Scipio took 
Numantia, Mothers were found with their 
Children half eaten in their Arms. But ſince 
the Thoughts only of eating Man's Fleſh, 
create an Abhorrence, tis but refolving, and 
you gain the mighty Legacies I leave you.

ſigns 3 the frightful Neurs ſo ſtruck me, foot

Eumolpus to the Mercy of his Enemies; 
and in a few Days we heard the Crotonians, 
angry that that old Raſeal ſhould live ſo 
long at ſuch a ſumptuous Rate on the pub- 
lick Charge, had facritic'd him the Malſilian 
Way. RR the Maſjilians were viſi- 
ted with a Plague, ſome one of the poor- 
eſt of the People, for the Sake of being 
well fed a whole Year at the pablick 
Charge, would offer himſelf a Sacrifice to 
appeaſe the Gods. He, after his Year was 
up, dreſsd in holy Wreaths and ſacred 
Garments, was led about the City with In-
